Uhlman was handcu ffed before 
he entered the train, bu t he was 
evidently not 
worried, 
for he 
lau ghed and talked with a nu mber 
of friends and assu red them that 
both he and Annie wou ld come 
ou t ail right. 
One of the most deeply inter­ 
ested spectators at the depot was 
Polly Bryant, who gave abu ndant 
evidence that she relished the pre­ 
dicament in which her enemies had 
been placed at her instigation. 
Ju st before the train pu lled ou t 
Polly entered the coach where the 
prisoners were seated, and assu red 
Chief of Police Mitchell that she 
wou ld be on hand to prosecu te the 
case to a finish. 
The following 
dispatch from 
Jefferson City, printed in Satu r­ 
day’s Kansas City Times, gives the 
alleged facts that led u p to the as­ 
sau lt on-Polly by Uhlman and Miss 
Templemeyer : 
When Gov. Dockery honored 
the req u isition today of Gov. Sav­ 
age, of Nebraska, for the retu rn of 
Annie Templemeyer and George 
Uhlman from the Sedalia jail to 
Sou th Omaha, he gave the Ne­ 
braska au thorities an opportu nity 
to prosecu te two persons believed 
to be.gu iity of many offenses. The 
prisoners were arrested at the in­ 
stigation of Polly Bryant, u ntil a 
short time ago a demu re cou ntry 
girl, the dau ghter of a well-to-do 
farmer in Pettis cou nty. 
When Chief of Police Miles 
Mitchell, of Sou th Omaha, Prose­ 
cu ting Attorney John Cashman,of 
Pettis cou nty, and Attorney J. H. 
Bowron, of Sedalia, called on the 
governor yesterday afternoon they 
told him a remarkable story of a 
woman wronged by a heartless 
ru ffian who for two years escaped 
the clu tches of the law. 
The req u isition papers granted 
yesterday do not inclu de the name 
of the man who is responsible for 
the wrong done Polly Bryant, bu t 
the papers did inclu de the names 
of the man’s sister and her male 
companion, both accu sed of having 
attempted to kill Polly Bryant in 
Sooth Omaha, where she had gone 
all the way from Sedalia to beg the 
man who had cau sed her downfall 
to marry her. 
According to the stoiy told the 
governor today by the chief of po­ 
lice of Sou th Omaha and the prose­ 
cu ting attorney of Pettis cou nty, 
John Templemeyer wronged Polly 
Bryant u nder promise of marriage. 
He refu sed to keep his promise, 
althou gh he made it pu blicly in 
order to escape being indicted by 
the grand ju ry of Sedalia. 
Tem­ 
plemeyer afterward went to Sou th 
Omaha and after two years had 
elapsed 
Polly 
Bryant 
secu red 
enou gh money to pay her travel­ 
ing expenses and went from Se­ 
dalia to Nebraska to beg Temple­ 
meyer to marry her. 
The girl called at the hou se 
where Templemeyer had been liv­ 
ing, so the Nebraska au thorities 
gay, and when she asked for Tem­ 
plemeyer she was bru tally assau lted 
by Templemeyer’s sister, Annie 
Templemeyer, and 
George Uhl- 
man.

The town cf Lamonte is in the 
throes of an u gly scandal, the de­ 
tails or which are too naineating 
for presentation to the readers of 
the D e m o c r a t . 
Su ffice to say, however, charges 
of condu ct u nbecoming an officer 
have been preferred against I. A. 
Shepard, city marshal of Lamonte, 
and yesterday he was su spended by 
Mayor E. R. Morris, pending an 
official investigation at the hands 
of the city cou ncil. 
The alleged scandalou s condu ct 
is said to have taken place at Mr, 
Shepard’s livery stable last Thu rs­ 
day night, bu t Rev. J. W. Ferrell 
addressed a note to the D e m oc r a t , 
Friday, asking that nothing be said 
for the present, and his wishes 
were respected. 
There are two sides to every 
story, however, and every man is 
presu med to be innocent 
u ntil 
proven gu ilty. 
The first report that came to Se­ 
dalia was to the effect that a mass 
meeting had been held, at which a 
resolu tion was u nanimou sly adopt­ 
ed req u esting Mr. Shepherd to re­ 
sign forthwith, and he had agreed 
to do so before nightfall. 
Mr. Shepherd was in Sedalia 
yesterday and made the statement 
that the alleged mass meeting was 
composed of six men and was held 
behind lock and key. 
He said that a petition asking 
for his resignation, signed by cer­ 
tain people, had been circu lated, 
bu t that 
the charges preferred 
against him were false and had no 
fou ndation in fact. 
Mr. Shepherd fu rther stated that 
he had no intention of relinq u ish­ 
ing his office, bu t that he wou ld 
serve ou t his term, till the third of 
April next, the time of expiration. 
He has employed Sangree & 
Lamm and Hon. W . D. Steele to 
look after the legal phases in the 
case, and says tiiat su it for slander 
will be brou ght against those who 
signed the petition as soon as a 
copy of the paper can be gained 
possession of and the signatu res 
secu red. 
Mr. Shepherd retu rned home 
yesterday afternoon, and on ar­ 
rival there was notified of his su s­ 
pension by Mayor Morris, so the 
du ties of marshal will be performed 
by some other person pending an 
investigation by the cou ncil. 
Those who signed the petition 
req u esting Mr. Shepherd to resign 
are q u oted as saying that the mat­ 
ter will not be permitted to drop, 
as they feel that the hitherto good 
name of the town has been dis­ 
graced, and nothing short of Mr. 
Shepherd’s retirement to private 
life will satisfy them.

James Greene, station agent and 
telegraph operator at Otho, la., 
gave out orders which sent two 
trains toward each other on the 
same track ; then, realizing his mis­ 
tak e, his mind gave way, and he 
is a raving maniac, confined in the 
baggage room and prevented by 
his friends from k illing himself. 
The mistak e caused a collision, 
which wreck ed two engines, but 
cost no lives. 
It was the suspense 
and mental agony of waiting, after 
he realized his error, for the dis­ 
aster which he had caused and 
which he could not prevent, that 
shattered Greene’s mind, 
lie is 
being k ept under the inlluence of 
chloroform in the hope that his 
reason may return after a period of 
insensibility, but the physicians in 
charge of the case do not hold out 
much encouragement. 
Greene does not k now what hap­ 
pened when the trains met. 
In 
moments when the effects of the 
chloroform wear away he raves, 
striving in every way to prevent 
the wreck , fighting for a chance to 
reach his telegraph instrument,and 
pleading with those who restrain 
him to permit him to die. 
Greene received orders to send 
out a gravel train on the Minne­ 
apolis and Omaha road, to pass 
the fast freight running south from 
Fort Dodge before the latter left 
the yards at Fort Dodge. ' Sub­ 
sequently he received orders to 
hold the gravel train at Otho until 
the fast freight pissed. 
Through 
some confusion Greene sent out 
the original order and permitted 
the gravel train to go on. 
W ithin a few moments after the 
gravel train started north from 
Otho, Greene, in running through 
his mess iges 
discovered his mis­ 
tak e. 
An instant later the opera­ 
tor at Fort Dodge received a wild 
plea to stop the fast freight, which 
was ju-t leaving the yards. An ef­ 
fort was made to reach the train, 
but it 
pulled out with no hint. 
Then followed a series of messages 
from Greene, who was raving in 
his office, trying to prevent the col­ 
lision. There was no telegraph be­ 
tween Otho and Fort Dodge. 
All 
that could be done was to call out 
the wreck ing crew^ at Fort Dodge, 
and send it to the scene of the ac­ 
cident.
